By thisdeduCtion of Propoſitions 1t does appear, 
that to treat pertinently of the Text, Two things 
muſt of Neceflity be done.

this very hope does conduce more towardsthe wode- 
rating of our ſorrows for the deceaſe of Friends, then 
any diſcourſes of the Heather, which yet in #his caſe 
have been ſaccesfully applied. 
|  Weare firſtto. enquire into the: grounds of this 
Chriſtian Hope. Now a Chriſtian hath a warrant to 
believe this Article, and hope for a Reſurre3or upon 
a threefold Account. He is Leadto it, a 4 by the 
principles of Reaſon and Philoſophy. Secondly by the 
principles of wiſdom and providence. Thirdly and 
efpecially, By the peculiar Principles of Religion and 
Chriſtianity. 
Firſt we may believe and hope for a Reſurreion, 
if we look nofarther then the prixciples of Reaſor and 
Philoſophy, becauſe even theſe do prove ſuch an 
event to. be poſſzble. For granting. that there is a 
God (whoſe exiſtence, under other names of an Exs 
primum, and a Primus motor, Philoſophy does de- 
.monſtrate ) it will follow that a// things are poſſible 


_ excepting. ſuch as do imply a contradiFion : which - 


the ReſurreFion does' not. For if it does, thatcon- 
tradiftion muſt He, either in the Body to be rqiſed, 
or inthe Sox/which is to be «nited to it, or eHe on

But there is no Contradi&ion on: the Bodzes part 
which is to be razed: For all Philoſophy grants that | 
Matter 1s incorruptible : The parts of it may be ſepa- 
rated from each other,and ſcattered like the Ruines 
of Pompeys Family, ſome part in. Africa, ſome in 
Aſia, and ſome in Egypt: They may be chaſed 
through all, but are not to be /oſt in any of the Mazes 
and Lebyrinths of corruption. Ft may like Metrals 
that are frequently melted down, be Run into-veſ- 
ſels of ſeveral ſhapes and figures, but ſtill there is the 
fame ſubſtance - How Beautiful ſoever it appears, 
'tis but an old Author ina new edition, the ſame mat- 
terunder a freſh amp and impreſſion. When God 
therefore comes to rebuild theſe diflolved Taber- 
nacles, He will find the wery ſame Materials of 
which they formerly. confiſted, and by conſequence 
there is 20 contrediGion in-allerting the poſſebility of 
a ReſurreFion, if we conlider the Body to- be rai- 
d.

That God doth want an Eye to fþy out and diſtin- 
g#iſh the ſeveral parts of the ſame Body, will hardly 
becredited, if we conſider that his Eyes areupon all 
the Ways, much more-uponall the Parts of the Soxs 
of Men 3 that the Darkref# is not dark unto him, . but 
the Night is as clear as the Day 3 that he ſaw all our 
Members while they were yet imperſe&, and obſerved 
the progref of our Formation, when we were curiouſly 
wronght inthe lower parts of the Earth; for with the 
ſame Fye, He can Hook into our Graves and Charzels, 
and diſcern which part belongs to #his Body, and 
which to the. 

That God does want a power to rally, and rewrite 
theſeparts, when he hath found them our, is equally 
incredible : For he, who by a Fiat, more Ommipotent 
then Ceſars @xirites, could make all things, -and 
thoſe Bodjes out of nothing; Or, granting the Eter- 
ity of That, out of an wdipeſed matter, muſt be al- _ 
lowed a power to unite one thingtoanother: "Our | 
experience tells us, that the filings of Iron blended 
| with . 
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- with ſo much common duſt,;that they ſeemto beloſt 
- inthe mixture, will yet by the attractive Virtue of 
the Loadſtone, be gathered into one maſs and heap; 
And ſure the power of God is not ſo dul/ and torps 
| but 'ewill beable to ſeparate the parts of Mer from 
the duſt of the Earth. 
- If therefore there be any defect, it muſt be in his 
Will, and this Reſurreition ſhall not be, becauſe God 
hath reſo/ved agamſt it. But theſe reſolutions of His 
appear not in any declarations of his Wil,: which he 
hath yet vouchfafed to the World. For there are 
but Two copies of this extant, and in each of theſe 
he hathexpreſſed himſelf tothe contrary. He hath 
doxe-tt inthe Old Feſtament, Dez. 12. 2-:where- his 
words are : That thoſe who ſleep in the duſt of the Earth 
ſhall awake, ſome te Everlaſiing Life, and ſome to 
ſhame and everlefiing contempt. He hath done it alſo 
m the New Teſtament, St. John 5.28,29, where his 
words 4ag4in are : The hour is coming, in the which all

forth.” They that bawe done good, to the ReſurreFion 
of Life, and They that have done evil,to thereſurreti- 
ox of Damnation.

But'theſe Prixciples do only evince a ReſurreTion - 
to be Poſſible, and fo it is that there may be asmany 
Worlds, as there are Stars mn the-Firmament 3 but it 
does not follow from: hence, that there either Are, 
or Shall beſo. And- if the Chriſtian hath no other 
bottom for his hopes then this, as he would ſtand ex- 
atly upon the ſame Terms with the Heathen, in re- 
lationto his future eſtate, ſo he would have as little 
reafonto take patiently the Death of his Friends, as 
they had : And therefore to give him ſome adver- 
tage over them, we muſt advance to 
The Second ground of our Hope, and ſhew that 
by the principles of Fiſdom and Providence 'tis more 
then Poſſible, very Probable that there will be a Re- 
ſurre#ion. For it muſt be acknowledged, that God 
isthe fupream Governoxr of the World ; that by vir- 
rue of this Sovereignty, he 1s to order the 4F:ons of 
Mankind that to this End it is neceſſary for him to 
enat Laws, according towhich we areto frame our 
AQions 3 that to give Life to theſe Laws, andthe 
better ſecure our obedzence, ſome Rewards and Puniſh- 
-1ents mult. be annexed to them 3 that theſe Santt;- 
ons ſhould- be of ſich a Nature and Force, that they 
"may do the work tor which they are deſigned:; that 
they will betooweak for this, unleſs they are Eter- 
val. And thereforeno man would be obliged'to his 
Duty, or Secured in his Propriety, nor can the World 
be kept in 4weand Order, without this Beliefof a Be- 
-ſurre;on to ſome Eternalcondition. | + 7

an wtter Extin@jorn of the Soul, and Annihilation of 
the Body, it would be very Natural to argue inthe 
Epicures Language, Ede, -bibe, Inde, poſt Mortem 
zullaVoluptes.

The Inferences of a depraved Reaſon from this 
principle cannot better be obſerved then in the Ex- 
ample of thoſe Saddxces in the Second Chapter of the 
Book of Wiſdom.

Nor 
could they expe theſe from the Romans, becauſe 
this Meſſeab was by them lookt on as a Rival to Ce- 
ſar, and they would not admit ſuch tobe Grandees 
of the Empire, who for their profeſt affe&ion to his 
Rival declar'd themſelves Ememies to the Prince.

the /ad report firſt reacht their Ears. 

heſe very preſcriptions may the Chriſtian make 
uſeof, with as much freedom as they did, only with 
an addition of tws conſiderable ones, which the _ 
* conrſes of the Heathen were never able to ſuggeſt. 
The firſt is, that They diſcerned nothing of . a provi- 
dence in any thing that befel them, and therefore were 
zncapable of making a true uſe of their affliFions. The 
ſecond is, that They did look upon their Loſs to be irre- 
coverable, and had no hopes of enjoying their deceaſed 
Friends any more 5 In both which regards the Chri- 
ftian hath the advantage, and therefore leſs reaſon 
| to ſorrow, then They had. 

Firſt, wehavean advantage over others, in that 
we believe there is the ww ay; of God in all Acci- 
dents that befal-ws. He fits indeed upon the circle 

3 of the Heavens, - but not ſo, as to confine his care 
2 within the Orbs,” buthis Zyes run to and fro the Earth, 
A and-are upon all the ways, and concerrs, and works 
of allthe Sons-of men. There is not a cheap Spar- 
row ſold inthe market, "but Heis privy to the bargain 3

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nor cana ſlender hair of our head: fall to the ground, 
but he, who counts them all, does immediately want 
one of his zumber. And if it is not below Godto 
intermeddle in ſuch mean, and trivial Afﬀairs, ſure a 
Chriſtian cannotfall to the ground, without his wiſe 
diſpoſal. True it is, that if we look no farther, 
then the Affii@ion it ſelf, we can never think it bexe- 
ficial for us, to loſe an wſeful and excellent Friend 
but if we will take tizre, and give our ſelves the 
pleaſure of conſidering 3 That Time, as it is the beſt 
#mterpreter of Propheſies, ſo it will be found the beſt 
expoſitor of the providences of God, and make it clear 
to us, that a/l things, even the moſt bitter things, 
ſhall work together ſor our good, if we do but loveand 
fear him. David could take nodelight, in ſeeing 
the ſon ofhis Love ſnatched from him, and his own 
bowelsin Rebellion againſt him : in feeling a rotten- 
neſs in his bones, and in chattering like a Swallow, 
and watering his couch with his Tears. Yetin the 
event, he is compelled to acknowledge, That twas 
good for him, that he had been affiided. That Mer- 
chant, wholeſtall in a ſtorm, 2nd was then forced 
by his neceſſity ro ſtudy Philoſophy at Athens, ſaw in 
the iſſue, ' that it was better to be wiſe, then to be 
wealthy; and virtze a more deſirable Cargo, then that 
which the Sea had taken from him, and Periifſet iſe 
periifſet : He was made, by being wndone. We are 
therefore not to bite the Foze that hits us, nor fo 
much as foark at the hand that throws it, but fit

chambers of. Death, did alſo evince, that this Some- 
thing would paſs beyond the Grave : yet they with- 
al believed ſuch a ſtrange MereuJuywor and Yagary: 
of the Sou! through Bodies of ſeveral ſhapes and fi- 
gures, thatit muſt neceſſarily appear hereafter: ina 
diſzuiſe,-and ſo though two friends might happily 
meet, yet they could not poſſibly be acquainted in 
the ether World. 

But what the Heathers either utterly denied.; or 
but ſaiztly believed, atleaſt not at all to their com- 
fort, the Chriſtian Faith doth aſſure usof : St. Joh 
Jaw under the Altar the Souls of thoſe that were ſlain-ſor 
the word of God, and the teſtimony which they had. 
And we kzow, ſays St. Paul, That when: theſe Taber- 
racles are difſolued, we have a building with God, a 
houſe not made with hands, eternal in the Heavens.

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Why then ſhould we »-oxr», when our Friends 
launch forth into another Country, ſince they are 
not goxe for ever, but only gore before us 3 and the 
time will come, when our. ver cord ſhell be looſed, 
and we weigh Anchor, to make the ſame Voyage. 
And if we prepare our ſelves for it, by treading in 
their ſteps, and imitating their virtues 3 we ſhall at 
laſt over-take and meet with them, in the Para- 
zſe of God; where not only Tears will be wiped 
away, and ſighs vaniſh, but Death it ſelf will be ſwal- 
lowed apin perfe&t viFory : Thoſe, between whom 
the Grave hath at preſent made a ſhort. ſeparation, 
ſhall with Everlaſting kindneſs embrace each other, and 
be ſor ever with Themſelves, and with the Lord.

Secondly, My ſecond diſcouragement is, That 'tis 
but a cuſtomary thing to dreſs up the Dead,by ſcattering 
flowers upon the Hearſe, and. right or wrong 
ſpeak well of them in a Fxneral Sermon. It may 
therefore ſeem. ſome prejudice to her Honour, that 
ſhe hasno more done to Her, than. what is ordzxary 
for others 5 whereas ſhould this duty wholly be omzt- 
ted, the megleF would redound as much to the ad- 
vantage of her Reputation : as the like did to that of 
Brutus and Caſſins in the Roman Hiſtory.

With what loyalty and content did ſhe live with 
her Husband 2 With what wrconceivable ſorrow did 
ſhe ar laſt /oſe him ? $he could never think of his 
perſon and love without a mixture of joy and grief 5 
nor mention his Name without a remarkable. tran- 
Sport. Ifſhe were partial 1n her affeFion to any one 
of her children above the reſt, it' was for his ſake, 
that ſhe was ſo : Reſpecting him with a peculiar 
kindneſs, who was the darling of his heart, and heir 

. to 
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to a double bleſſong. It was anargument of Alexarn- 
derslove to-his Epheſtior, that he commanded ſacred 
ſolemnities-to-be kept every year in- remembrance 
of him: :- It was equally an expreſſzoz of the affe@ion 
of this Lady, that though they are now near ter: 
years, ſince heleft her, yet was he ſtill freſh in her 
memory, and the ' day of his deceaſe annually ſet 
aide on purpoſe to refle# upon this ineſtimable loſs. 
We are next to- behold her in the relation of a 
Mother.. God had bleſled her with a-numerous off- 
ſpring, whereof ſox only remain, the reſt being ſallen 
aſleep - And theſs, asmey were her chiefeft crown, 
ſo they were her greateſt care; lotender was ſheof 
them, that if a ch;/d was ſick , ſhecould not poflibly 
be well: Tt was cur daily obſervation, that a nox1- 
ous humor in the Darghters eye, did by a conſtant 
ſympathy, become tears in the others. So jealous 
was ſhe over theſe, that when the untimely death of 
the Father had caſt them all, and thofe youre, - into 
her hands, inthe meaſure of her care, the then-be- 
came a double Parent: And the better to diſcharge 
that great truſt,, which providence had repoſed 1n 
her, was reſolutely ever to any other Matches. No 
Titles of Honour, no addition of Eſtate; not the ſati/- 
fafions which ſhe had already twice found, and 
might agazz hope for, ina married life, could tempt 
her fo athird adventure. Ratherthen run the hazard 
of wronging her ſormerchildren by any freſh exgage- 
ment of her ſelf, contented ſhe was to /ive and dye a 
Widow. So provident-was ſhe for theſe, .and fearful 
leſt the talent; which they might expe@, ſhould un- 
happily be wrappedup inan zdle Napkzn, that he fo 
brought them up, as they might be capable of imepro- 
uing it, by a ſuitable. employment. Itever:ſhe courted 
A ; an: 
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an intereſt, it was for their advantage. If ever ſbe 
was troubleſome to her Friends, it was for their advice 
and aſſiftance in the diſpoſal of theſe : Tf ever ſhe was 
wreent upon the Heir to gratifie her in any thine, it 
was to wake « firm ſettlement of thoſe Fortunes upon 
the younger Children, which the Father lived only to 
deſign : and having done ſo, was ready -for a Nunc 
Dimittys. - 

We are next to view ber as a Miſtreſ7; and that 
ſhe was incomparable 1a this kind. The Servants 
plainly tell us by the length of time, that they have 
lived with her ſome ſevez, and ſome ?ex, and ſome_ 
twenty years. It wasnot poſſable for them to find a 
better, and. therefore they reſolved not to: make a 
change. While they lived in her ſervice, the wages 
contracted for, were paid toa day, and to a far- 
thing 3 and when that any wert away, I mean to be 
married, ( for they ſeldom parted but upon that ac- 
count.) ſhe conſtantly added ſomething to. ſet them 
forth into the World : yea more, if after this they 
lived within her reach, They never failed of her 
countenance and her kindneſs. So mindful was:fhe of 
them, even to the wweanreſt of the whole number, 
that ſhe wasnot willing to leave the World, until 
ſhe had giver Legacies tothem all. 7” 

Next for her Hoſþ:tality 5 it muſt be remembred to 
her Honour, that though Loxdpn; was the place of 
her bzrth, and had all the temptations of a Native ſo! 
todraw her up, yet ſhe would not ſneak thither to 
avoid the charge of houſe-keeping. While her Te- 
-narts were obliged to ſpend their dung upon the 
Eſtates which they held ofher, ſhe could not think 
itreafonable, that her ſelf, who was but a Terant of 
the Almighty, fhould carry off the crop, to the 
great 
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eat impoveriſhment of the ſoil which brouglit it 
or; but ſbent her eſtate in the 'Conntry where ſhe 
received it 3 and ſpent it not in vanities and fexcy, 
but fuch a difſieftve way, that the dependents and the 
poor might be the better for the expences. Here was 
no-great Hal, builtarfirlt for free entertainment, bto- 
ken into a few leſſer rooms only for waiting and atten- 
dance. The Table here was not filled by one greet 
diſh, with a little ſpruce ſomething inthe middle; but 
all things in ſuch p/exty and ſach order, that the rich 
might at any time have a mweel, and the poor an 
alms. | 

On purpoſe to let you ſee that Grief is.immetho- 
dical, we muſt now take alarge ſtep, from her Ho-
